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A number of segregate genera in Orchidaceae 
have been recently published (e.g. Bunochilus 
D.L.Jones & M.A.Clem.—segregated from 
Pterostylis R.Br.) or reinstated (e.g. Diteilis 
Raf.—segregated from Liparis Rich.) that are 
not currently recognised by the Queensland 
Herbarium. Two endemic Queensland species 
have been named in Bunochilus (Jones 
2006a) and Diteilis (Jones 2006b) that require 
combinations in Pterostylis and Liparis 
respectively.
